As the first in a projected se- 
ries of worksessions with area 
businesses, the Greenbelt City 
Council met on March 26 with 
Quantum Management, managers 
of Beltway Plaza Mall. At the 
top of the agenda was a series of 
new developments to improve 
mall security. 

Police Substation 

The city and Beltway Plaza 
share the cost of staffing the 
Greenbelt Police substation in the 
mall with a full time - 40 hour 
per week officer, plus an addi- 
tional 20 hours of overtime staff- 
ing. City Police Chief James 
Craze reported that since the 
opening of the substation, crime 
has decreased in the mall. 

Chief Craze, who believes 


- Beltway Plaza has a “largely un- 


deserved reputation” for crime, 
says that Greenbelt crime statis- 
tics show that of 64 robberies 
occurring in Greenbelt during 
1997, six took place at Beltway 
Plaza. Most crimes there involve 
theft and shoplifting. 

Thirty percent of those appre- 
hended for crimes at Beltway 
Plaza were Greenbelt residents. 
An additional 46% claimed resi-

(CB) 35 at 1:30 p.m. in the 
County Administration Building 
in Upper Marlboro. 

The Prince George’s County 
Planning Board will hold a public 
hearing on the Sector Plan and a 
concurrent Sectional Map Amend- 
ment (SMA) on Thursday, May 
28 at 7 p.m. at the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission’s (MNCPPC) Parks 
and Recreation Building, 6600 
Kenilworth Ave., in Riverdale. 

CB-35 

A Zoning Text Amendment 
(ZTA), CB-35 defines a Metro 
Planned Community (MPC), a 
use which is permitted in the 
Heavy Industrial (1-2) and Mixed 
Transportation Zones (M-X-T) in 
accordance with certain require- 
ments. The MPC is described as 
“A contiguous land assemblage, 
no less than one hundred fifty 
(150) acres, abutting an existing

mass transit rail station site oper- 
ated by the Washington Metro- 
politan Area Transit Authority, 
and planned to be developed 
with an array of commercial, 
lodging, recreational, residential, 
entertainment, retail, social, cul- 
tural or similar uses which are 
interrelated by one or more 
themes.” 

Since the bill’s presentation to 
County Council, there have been 
four drafts with amendments. 
Initiated by representatives of the 
A.H. Smith Limited Partnership 
and introduced by County 
Councilmember Thomas 
Hendershot, CB-35: (1) amends 
and creates new uses within the 
I-2 zoning category and (2) 
would be applicable only to the 
A.H. Smith and Greenbelt 
Metro/Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) tracts, and not to the 
properties surrounding them (see 
map). 

Metro Area Study 

For almost a year, the

Exhibit at Museum

Do you remember when your 
mother or grandmother, used to 
sew clothing regularly? For 
Greenbelt families in the 1930s 


and 1940s, sewing and mending > 


were a part of daily life. 
The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum will open a new exhibi- 


‘tion, “Sewing with Style in Early 


Greenbelt,” on Sunday, May 3, in 
the historic house museum at 10- 
B Crescent Road. The exhibit 
will display hand sewn clothing, 
furnishings and sewing 
equipment that original ot 
Greenbelt residents oi 
made and used dur- 3 
ing the 1930s and 
1940s. The ex- ¢ 
hibition ex- 
plores 1s- 
sues such 
as sewing 
skills, typi- 
cal sewing 
projects and 
sewing for fashion. 
As a supplement 
to this exhibit, Dr. Jo Paoletti, a 
professor in the American Studies 
department at the University of 
Maryland will present a public 
lecture on home-sewn clothes 
from the Greenbelt Museum’s 
collection. Dr. Paoletti special- 
izes in sewing and textile history 
and is in the initial phases of a 
large research project on sewing 
in the 1930s and 1940s. She is 
interested in meeting with people 
with memories to share about 
sewing in this period. The lec- 
ture will be held at the Greenbelt 













Community Center on Tuesday, 
May 5 at 7:30 p.m. in the Multi- 
Purpose Room. The lecture is 
free, and a discussion will fol- 
low. 

In the Museum’s collection 
most of the articles of clothing 
and furnishings, such as table 
cloths, dish towels and napkins, 
were made at home. Children 
were taught to hand sew in el- 
ementary school with simple 
projects, such as tea towels. 
Later, girls learned more ad- 
vanced sewing in home econom- 

ics classes in middle school 
2 and high school. The tai- 
lored clothing 
Styles of this period 


level of skill. 

For many women 
in early Greenbelt 
sewing could be a 
constant task, be- 
tween creating new 
clothing and furnish- 
ings for a family, and hand 
mending clothes at home in the 
evening. This exhibit reveals 
some major changes that have 
occurred in the clothing industry, 
and thus in people’s lifestyles 
and skills. Come and reminisce, 
or learn about sewing in this pe- 
riod, and reflect upon our ever- 
changing world.

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Committee’s News Briefs

Representatives of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) athletic lighting com- 
mittee attended the March 5 
meeting of the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee (GEAC) to 
inform them of plans for light- 
ing the ERHS track and foot- 
ball field. The lighting, which 
will be privately funded, is ex- 
pected to cost $75,000. GEAC 
members had expressed concern 
about the impact of traffic, 
parking, security and light spill 
on the surrounding communi- 
ties. | 

The ERHS committee ad- 
dressed these issues, but 
stressed that plans for the light- 
ing are just beginning. The 
main reason for coming to 
GEAC and other Greenbelt East 
Associations is that they want 
the communities’ support and 
plan to keep the communities 
informed as plans proceed. 


Other Issues 
From minutes of the March 
5 meeting provided by acting 
GEAC secretary, Charlene 
MacAdams, the News Review 
has learned of several pieces of 
news presented to members: 
NYLCARE plans to move in 
two years, PEPCO is complet- 
ing plans for completing the 
lighting for Hanover Parkway, 
and the city is drawing up 
plans for a path in Schrom 
Hills Park. Greenbelt Road 
will be resurfaced as far as 

Lanham Severn Road. 


April 2 Meeting — 


Edward Putens, city council - 


member, suggested that 
Greenbriar, Windsor Green and 
Greenwood Village should take 
the lead on the issue of lighting 
for ERHS, since these commu- 
nities would be affected most 
directly.

There 
are ongoing discussions with 
ERHS principal, Dr. Boarman, 
as to how a second police of- 
ficer will be used in the school 
system.

including both the focus tracts 
and the area surrounding them. 
Composed of representatives of 
community organizations, prop- 
erty owners and the municipali- 
ties of Berwyn Heights, College 
Park, and Greenbelt and led by 
the planning staff of the 
MNCPPC, the group’s final re- 
port recommended the Sector 
Plan/SMA as the most effective 
planning tool in carrying out the 
umbrella vision for development 
of the Greenbelt Metro Station 
Area. The report concluded that 
a Zoning Text Amendment was 
the least effective planning tool. 

The Greenbelt City Council in 
March supported the Sector Plan/ 
SMA as the best way to achieve 
comprehensive development of 
the Greenbelt Metro/A.H. Smith 
sites to protect “the sensitive en- 
vironmental features and redevel- 
opment/integration of the sur- 
rounding inner-Beltway communi- 
ties.” It is also seen as the best 
way to obtain “a significant” 
amount of public input. However, 
recognizing that CB-35 had 
gained much support among 
county officials, the city council, 
its planning staff and 
Councilmember Audrey Scott 
(Greenhbelt’s representative) rec- 
ommended various amendments 
to the bill that would require the 
“minimum standards, require- 
ments and findings reflected in 
the Mixed-Use-Development 
(MXT).” 

Discussions involving the city, 
WMATA and the developers (in- 
cluding five executive sessions

have been held — the last. on. 


»April 28) are sll occurring with 
emphasis on controls — the ad- 
equacy of public facilities and 
compliance with minimum devel- 
opment standards. Concerns, 
such as language permitting 
rather than requiring amenities 
associated with high quality 
mixed development, have been 
resolved to the city’s satisfaction. 
So far, negotiations have pro- 
duced four drafts of CB-35. 

The city’s planning staff still 
has some concerns about the bill. 
These deal with the optional 
methods of development which 
staff wants deleted, and with the 
language dealing with the envi- 
ronment, which the staff wants 
strengthened. 

Currently the city council offi- 
cially supports the Sector Plan/ 
SMA vehicle to develop the 
Greenbelt Metro Area.

Featured in Exhibit

Greenbelt photographer Tim 
Edberg, who lives in Greenwood 
Village, will be the featured artist 
this month at the Laurel Lakes 
art gallery in the middle of the 
Laurel Lakes Centre Mall on 
Route 1. 

Edberg’s exhibit, entitled Na- 
ture Photography - Recent Works, 
features about 25 photographs. 
Most are Ilfochrome prints, which 
give deep rich colors. Only two 
photos are in black and white, 
but the show hasn’t been hung 
yet, and Edberg said he’d try to 
have a few more in black and 
white by show time. The exhibit 
opens Friday, May |} at 11 a.m. 

Edberg became more passion- 
ate about his camping trips and 
his photography than about his 
career as a research physicist. “I 
decided it was time to change 
[my] career ... to freelance pho- 
tographer. Now I love what I 
do.” 

Edberg travels to wherever he 
can get a good picture and sets 
up his tripod and camera. Then 
he waits for the picture to happen 
and captures it at the precise op- 
timum moment. Not an easy 
process, but the results are spec- 
tacular. I’ll mention a few of the 
many outstanding ones. It must 
be stressed that Edberg’s photo- 
graphs are not doctored, with the 
exception of one photo that was 
color corrected, and_ the 
Iifochrome process itself adds 
some contrast. 

Five Photos 

Edberg has two photographs 
of Crescent Lake. 

The first is of a fiery gold 
sunrise as the sun just peeks over 
the crest of the hill. Above, the 
clouds are a brilliant scarlet with 
touches of lavender. The whole 
sunrise is perfectly reflected in 
the still waters of the lake. The 
hills and trees appear as a pitch 
black band across the middle of 
an explosively lit canvas. The 
picture is breathtaking. 

The other photo of Crescent 
Lake, taken only minutes later, is 
a very different photo. Here the 
subject is the mist rising off the 
lake with the trees on the far 
shore mostly obscured by the 
mist. Well and good so far, but 
in the near foreground there is a 
perfectly clear reflection of the 
sunrise over the hill, with all the 
trees seen in silhouette upside 
down. It looks like an impos- 
sible picture. It looks as though 
the photo is upside down. We 
turned the picture 180 degrees 
and it really looks right side up. 
_An astonishing photo. And very 
_ playful. 

Edberg has a playful eye, and 
he admits to enjoying visual am- 
biguity. There’s plenty of it to 
ponder in his work. 

While most of his work fea- 
tures fairly high contrast and 
bright, sometimes eye-popping 
colors, there are interesting con- 
trasts. “Wildflowers on the Conti- 
nental Divide” is a subtle group 
of pink flowers with green stems 
seen against grey rocks. Simple 
and lovely. 

“Rainbow Over Moskey Ba- 
sin” is a sunset in pastel gold and 
lavender with the rainbow cutting 
through the middle. This work 
has a light, romantic feel, very 
different from most of Edberg’s 
other work. 

“Orion Rising” is a view of 
brilliantly lit tan and reddish rock 
cliffs towering over a stand of 
trees in the foreground with a 
blue black night sky above 
spankled with bright stars. But

the picture is deceptive. There 
are star streaks; the unmistak- 
able giveaway of a timed expo- 
sure. Look again at the bril- 
liantly lit rock cliffs. The pic- 
ture was taken by moonlight! 
The light on the rocks and the 
trees is bright and the color 
rendition is perfect. You’d 
never guess it was taken by 
moonlight, except for those star 
streaks. And, yes, you can rec- 
ognize Orion and a number of

other stars.

A bonus is that, while 
Edberg is the featured artist, a 
number of other artists will 
have work on display.

Councilmember Edward 
Putens favored installation of the 
mall cameras, describing himself 
as surprised by the low cost for 
such a system. He hesitated, 
however, to have the city estab- 
lish a precedent of helping to 
fund security systems in shopping 
areas. “Very frequently these 
tapes will help later down the 
road,” he said. “I just don’t 
know where we will fit in yet.” 

Wine assured council that he 
was convinced the new system 
would save the city at least 
$500 a month by reducing 
emergency calls to the police. 
“Money isn’t the biggest thing, 
though; honestly, it’s partner- 
ship,” he said. 

Councilmember’ Rodney 
Roberts was concerned that the 
mall might be prompted to cut 
back on security personnel after 
the new cameras were in place, 
but Wine assured him that per- 
sonnel would definitely not be 
decreased. In fact, he said, 
management plans to increase 
the payroll for security. The 
focus will be on hiring more 
full-time, trained personnel and 
less part-time help, and provid- 
ing better opportunities for staff 
to enhance their professional 
training. 

Mayor Judith Davis won- 
dered if the new system could 
be viewed as abusing the civil 
rights of those being monitored. 
But Dave Sullivan, project 
manager at Beltway Plaza, as- 
sured council that the security 
staff will be given thorough 
training including clear guide-

lines on the kinds of situations 
to zoom in on closely. Fred 
Wine noted that staff already 
has experience in this area, as 
they deal daily with appropriate 
times to follow closely a person 
suspected of criminal activity. 

Chief Craze stated that from 
a legal standpoint, monitoring 
by camera is not an infringe- 
ment. Numerous other malls in 
the area, including Laurel Cen- 
tre and Towson Town Center, 
have video surveillance systems 
in place. They are considered 
standard in the industry. 

Bus Stop 

Since the aesthetic appear- 
ance of the bus stop on 
Cherrywood Lane, the closest 
bus stop to Giant Food in 
Beltway Plaza, has drawn criti- 
cism from _ council, the 
worksession also dealt with 
how to share the job of main- 
taining the stop. According to 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au- 
thority (WMATA) installs bus 
stops, but looks to the locality 
to maintain them. Generally 
the city maintains stops within 
the city limits, but because of 
higher use, the Cherrywood 
Lane stop is a heavier burden. 

Mayor Davis pointed out 
that the stop is, in effect, one 
of the entrances to Beltway 
Plaza. She suggested that the 
mall should pursue a more ac- 
tive role in maintaining it. 
Davis indicated that perhaps the 
city could continue its role in 
doing major repairs and mainte- 
nance at the stop, but asked 
that Beltway Plaza management

arrange to empty the trash on a 
regular basis and to clean any 
minor graffiti from the bus 
shelter. 

Quantum’s Fred Wine 
agreed to take on responsibility 
for the bus stop. He promised 
as well to add some attractive 
landscaping to the area. 
Relationships with Springhill 

Lake 

The City of Greenbelt and 
Quantum Management were 
both concerned about how to 
deal with Springhill Lake. The 
apartment complex, which 
houses 10,000 residents within 
the Greenbelt city limits, meets 


the Beltway Plaza property 


along Breezewood Drive at the 
rear of the mall. They ex- 
pressed frustration with that 
community stemming not only 
from crime problems associated 
with the area but also from dif- 
ficulty in contacting and work- 
ing with Springhill Lake man- 


agement. 
The property recently 
changed ownership from 


Winthrop Corporation to Insig- 
nia. According to McLaughlin, 
Insignia is the largest residen- 
tial apartment management 
company in the country. A 
new property manager, Chris 
Beckett, was hired by Insignia 
a few days after the council 
worksession. 

Springhill Lake consists 
only of rental apartments and 
townhouses with no individual 
ownership of units. Reputed as 
very transient, the community’s 
10,000 residents are protected 
by no independent security but 
rely on the Greenbelt police 
force. With few long-term ties 
to their neighborhood, residents

on the whole are politically in- 
active. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White noted that he gets no 
sense of organization or com- 
munity from residents there. 
Comparing them to Greenbriar 
residents, he noted that resi- 
dents from Greenbriar “would 
be all over the council,” if they 
were confronted with crime 
and maintenance problems like 
those occurring at Springhill 
Lake. 

Celia Craze, Greenbelt Di- 
rector of Planning and Commu- 
nity Development, who at- 
tended the meeting, stated that 
as far as the maintenance code 
is concerned, Springhill Lake 
meets all necessary require- 
ments. Councilmembers 
Rodney Roberts and Putens, 
however, expressed their im- 
pressions from visiting the area 
that the complex was becoming 
run-down. Putens contended 
that Springhill Lake meets only 
minimum code requirements, 


and may be cutting back on 
maintenance in order to gain 
maximum leverage on incoming 
rental monies. 

Fred Wine of Quantum Man- 
agement stated that Beltway 
Plaza has a big stake in 
Springhill Lake because it com- 
poses a large part of its client 
base. His company plans to 
make the Breezewood Drive 
area more hospitable perhaps by 
adding streetscapes, more light- 
ing, and bike lanes. Wine also 
supports private ownership of 
Springhill Lake apartments and 
general revitalization of units.

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A Lesson in Music 
At New Deal Cafe

Amazing things happen at the 
New Deal Cafe. Recently I was
